They were 
not written to be believed, but 
some people after reading them 
thought they actually existed 
somewhere in the unexplored 
wild woods in the mountains. 
The Enterprise fumbled along 
for existence for about two years 
and after moving to Pikeville 
died a natural death. The next 
newspuper was the “Mountain- 
eer,” started by Riley Adams 
and a tramp printer by the name 
of Wells. This soon skedaddled 
into non-entity. From 1891 till 
1905 it could scarcely be said 
there was a printing press in the 
county. In March of the latter 
year the Letcher County News 
was started, ran along about six 
months, till politics “got its 
goat” With a part of the same 
plant the Eagle was started in 
August 1907 and aside from miss- 
ing a few months has been pub- 
lisMed weekly ever since. The 
East Kentucky News, started for 
political purposes in 1911 ran 

along until 1919 when it too was

Johannesburg, Union of South Af- 
rica, March 13. — Casualties In the 
Bghting between the striking miners 
and police has reached 32 killed and 
67 injured. Of the 32 killed 10 were 
{Mlicemen. 

By 11 o’clock, however, the streets 
bad become absolutely deserted, and 
the to^^'n was uncannily quiet. The 
public was forbidden use of the 
streets. 

The workers’ hall at Benonl is re- 
ported to have been hit by a l>omb 
dropped from an airplane.

Bold moves by the striking miners, 
aqcompanietl by fierce fighting be- 
tween strikers, commandos and police, 
made yesterday one of terror in tlie 
Rand. Martial law eventually was ! 
proclaimed. | 

Manng>-r P.rodlgnn of tlie Ilrakpan i 
mine, the center of mucli of tlie day’s | 
flglittng, and two special constables \ 
were captured und taken out on the ; 
veldt and sliot. Seven special constn- . 
bles, protecting the mine, were killed, j 
Capture 27 Police. 

The strikers also capturetl 27 police- 
men at Newlunds, west of Joharjies- 
burg, wliere spirited flgiiting occurred, 
tlireatcning to slioot them all if otlier 
police came to the rescue. At Fords- 
burg one man, of a comm.-indo. or 
force of burgliers, was killed and 13 
members and 4 policemen were 
wounded. The sound of artillery fir- 
ing at Fordsburg was audible here. 

With the proclamathin of martial 
Iqw and the seizure of the strikers’ 
headquarters, where all documents 
were confiscated, the populace felt a 
sense of relief. The ministers of Jus- 
tice and defense have Issuetl a state- 
’ roent denying reports of a contem- 
plated native rising In the Rand. They 
asesrt there Is no disposition on the 
part of the natives to give teouble. 
Meanwhile, military units are enroU- 
! Ing with remarkable speed and a Cltl- 
1 sens’ l*rotectlve league Is ’jetng formed 
I to run public services. 

Firing started at Benonl early In the 
1 morning. Street fighting followed, 
both sides suffering casualties. Many 
pedestrians were hit.
